food. 


The mayor refused to deliver the 


money and the ring leaders threatened 
to help themselves. 


All available police were rushed to 


the danger spots and more than 100 
arrests were made. 


All the prinlcals are under police 


guard for not only is a repetition of the 
riots feared, but there is anxiety over 
the possibility that Communists may 
seize the opportunity to become ac- 
tive. 


It was pointed out that the riots 


came within 48 hours after Chancellor 
Wirtz* prediction that disorders such 
as occurred in Vienna last week may 
break out here.

stands second in the Union In quan- 
tity production, the Schweitzer pro- 
duced In Ohio in the past has been 
of notoriously low quality, due to hit- 
or-miss methods of manufacture and 
to the lack of any grading- process. 


The great thing about the Sugar 


Creek meeting," says R. B. Stoltz, 
professor of dairying, "was that for 
the first time we had facts to prove , 
to the Swiss cheese farmers of Ohio ' 
that it pays to use culture-starters 
and to grade shipments.

"D. Reeves Noland, dairy manufac-' 


turing specialist of the federal De- 
partment 
of Agriculture, described 


six; months of work done cooperative- 
ly with our Extension Service and 
with two Swiss cheese factories in 
Tuscarawas County. 


"He showed that by using cultures' 


and by grading, Ohio had been able 
to ship to New York the first two 
cars of grade-one Schweitzer ever to 
leave the state.

No statesman- 
ship; no clear, far-sighted diplomacy; no vision of the hunger- 
ing and longing of a war-\yeary world. The foreign delegates, 
instead of rising to the heights of genuine statesmanship and 
real genius have been sulking since the very day of Hughes' 
brilliant coup. Instead of meeting him on his own ground and 
making history that will put the stamp of fame on this confer- 
ence to the end of time, they are sulking in their tents and are 
accusing Mr. Hughes of "bad manners" because, like a spider, 
they believe he deliberately lured them into his parlor as so 
Ifiany flies and put them in a hole—AND THAT PUBLICLY! 


And now, instead of an exhibition of greatness such as the 
peoples of the earth were longing to see, the world is to be bored 
lor weeks while a lot of fat-headed diplomats secretly quarrel 
about details. As one correspondent in The Nation so truth- 
fully said of the proceedings to date: 


"We need down here one great mordant humorist of Mark Twain 
stature to laugh out of court some of the pretensions now going 
about. 
Take the battleship situation. 
Grateful as we shall bo if 
that folly is stopped for ten years, what earthly reason is there for 
keeping any battleships whatever? "VVhy, no sound common-sense 
reason, of course. 


Take the question of the relation of the battleship to the air- 
plane. Let us assume, if you please, that Sir Percy Scott and the 
other British and American officers who insist that the day of the 
battleship,is gone forever are premature. Well, everybody admits 
that the air peril has become so great that new battleships must be 
built with special armor protection against bombing attack. 
The 


sinking of the old German battleship Ostfriesland off the Virginia 
Capes was accomplished by bombs that did not hit her but exploded 
In the water near-her. 


But as we are going to scrap the newest and latest-planned ships 
Urst of all, 'we are plainly going to destroy those that are somewhat 
planned against aerial attack. Ergo, those that we shall keep afloat 
are the most vulnerable. Then why keep them afloat at all? if bomb- 
ing machines continue to develop in the next two years as they have 
in the last two it will be folly to go to war with any battleships at 
all—perhaps it will even be sending men to sure death to let them 
go to war. Then why not scrap all the battleships? Because, the all-wise 
statesmen will tell you, the peoples of the various countries are not 
ready for anything more; that we must go slowly one step at a time 
and not get ahead of public opinion; that we must be "practical." 


So we really need some one to make people laugh at such timidity 


and cowardice, such inability to get away from preconceptions, con- 
Yentionalities, and unrealities. We need a Mark Twain to make us, 
grateful for small favors as we are, ridicule this doing away with 
Borne battleships when the airplane and the dirigible and above all 
poison gas thi eaten the very existence of humanity. 


Yet I for one feel that even if the committees repeat the history 


of Versailles over again we shall make great spiritual gains from thn 
Conference here. I cannot sympathize with the radicals who scoff at 
the whole thing. A tremendous public education is going on, a vast 
public opinion is being created. The real sentiment of the American 
people is being allowed to malce itself felt and to prove what The 
Nation has felt all along that the preparedness campaign was an arti- 
flcal growth, stimulated by Wall Street money and paid propagandaand 
boosted by politicians for their own advantage. 


How the pacnsts were denounced for saying that preparedness led 


to war, not peace! Today everybody in Washington outside of army and 
navy cncles takes this view and there are actually navy officers favor- 
ing disarmament. In fact ono need only go to the Capitol to notice 
the tremendous effect that this Conference and the ensuing discussions 
are having on our politicians. They are hearing from the country by 
every mail, and the demand is not for limitation HUT FOR UIOAL 
DISARMAMENT. 
Even the chairmen of the military committees 


are repmted to be much affected. 
That the army will go down to 


100,000 in the next appropriation bill is a foregone conclusion no mat- 
ter what the Conference does. And there will be a fight to muster 
out a good part of the navy's personnel as soon as the bill Is pre- 
sented. 


Again It Is fashionable and not treasonable to hold In Washington 


the historic American view that this country's highest destiny Is to 
be unarmed and unafraid!"

sitting in the game. 
When Harding was elected there 
was a tendency to nooh-pooh him 
as a professional politician. He 
has not only justified himself— 
but also professional politicians. 
After all, what is the fundamental 
basis of a career as a profession- 
al politician but the ability to un- 
derstand the human heart. Of all 
professions it is the most inten- 
sely human. 


The heroes whom history has 


remembered have usually been 
professional killers of men. It 
wov.'.d bo well for history to write 


down at least one as great be- 
cause of an act of supreme un- 
selfishness. 


President Harding has laid no 


claim to an eight-cylinder intel- 
lect. He is just folks like Lincoln 
and Grant."

COLUMBUS, Dec. 6.—As a general 


rule prices for commodities sold re- 
ceived by farmers in Ohio during No- 
vember show a slight falling-off from 
the prices received in October and a. 
more market decline fiom the prices 
of a year ago, according to a table 
of the state Division of Markets.

slight and in others of such marked 
contrast as to give rise to no little 
concern.

the Market Division show that in No- 
vember of this year corn was sold on 
an average throughout the state at 
40c per bushel, as compared with 45c 
for October, and

year ago.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Shoplifters 


are already making the rounds of the 
big department stores here in order to 
get "the lay of the land" in prepara- 
: tion for the annual harvest reaped by 
! the light-fingered gentry during 
the 


shopping rush of the holiday season. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars' 


worth of articles are lost annually in 
this city to shoplifters .of both sexes, 
despite the fact both men and women 
detectives keep a keen lookout to pre- 
vent the depredations of these crooks. 
Ingenious methods of the best private 
detective agencies in the city which 
were called in to aid in apprehending 
shoplifters have failed to materially 
reduce the huge amount of loot that 
annually disappears from 
the 
big 


stores. For each trap set to enmesh 
them the wits of these clever thieves 
contrive a way. to 
circumvent the 


sleuths. 


Holidays Crooks' Harvest Time 
Throughout the year there is a con- 


siderable amount of shoplifting prac- 
ticed here, but the golden garnering 
for 
these clever law-evaders comes 


with the Christmas 
shopping days

.i of women buyers. Throngs of 


shoppers in the aisles also 
enable 


pickpockets to operate successfully, 
and hundreds of women find upon 
leaving a big store that the roll of 
bills their pocketbooks contained up- 
on entering the store has mysteri- 
ously disappeared. 


"They are a wise bunch, and they 


put it over on us no matter how hard 
we watch them," explained the store 
detective in one prominent establish- 
ment. "Lots of times we 
find they 


have a confederate working in the 
store, who helps them get away with 
stuff. But most of them don't need to 
do this, as they are fully capable of 
picking up artcles under the very eyes 
of our sales people without attracting 


, attention.

Women Fast Workers 


I 
"Most of the professional shoplift- 


ers are woman, and they are the hard- 
est to catch in the act. 
Three-fourths 


of the arrests made for shoplifting are 
of men. And yet we know that the 
costly articles are all taken by wo- 
men, but it is difficult to get them 
with the goods. Women are quicker 
with their hands than men, and this 
partly explains their ability to steal 
the smaller articles. But they also get 
away with heavy winter coats, furs, 
gowns and dresses. 


"One of the schemes operated by 


these crooks is to obtain the number 
of the charge account of one of our 
wealthy customers. They select some 
article and give the 
salesgirl 
the 


number of this account, telling her to 
send the goods home. 
But after the 


transaction is concluded they change 
their mind and decide that they will 
carry the goods, which are wrapped 
up and given to them without sus- 
picion, as the numbers of the charge 
accounts are kept very secret and 
are only known to the most reliable 
salespeople.

"They obtain the numbers of these 


accounts by various means. Of course, 
the easiest way is to have a confed- 
erate working in the store who will 
pass the number of the account on to 
them. But most of these crooks are 
selfish and don't want to 'divvy' their 
spoils with a partner. 
So they wait 


outside the store until they sec a fash- 
ionably-dressed woman drive up in a 
limousine, and they follow her into 
the store. 
After two or three trials 


they will obtain the number of a good 


charge account, and their crooked work 
is half accomplished. 


New Dresses Help Thieves 


"We seldom catch women, however. 


i And these new style dresses, with full 
sleeves, help them get away 
with 


goods. 
It is comparatively easy for 


thehm to lean on a counter, discussing 
price with a salesgirl, while at the 
same time they are slipping an ar- 
ticle into these big full sleeves. When 
we do catch a woman she is invariably 
greatly indignant that she should be 
suspected 
of 
shoplifting, 
and 
she 


threatens to sue us—and all sorts o:~ 
things. But we turn her over to the 
store matron, and if we are lucky she 
will be found to hav.e attempted to get 
away with articles ranging from rib- 
bons and silks to jewelry and fancy 
goods. 
f 


"But this season we are going to 


catch more shoplifters 
than ever be- 


fre, 
as we have developed a method 


of detection that is new and unknown 
to the shoplifters. 
This method will 


be particularly effective in catching 
v.mmen, and if it works with 
women 


we can be sure it will just about kill 
off the nefarious business for good, 
t can't tell you what this new system 
is, but if you watch the police records 
this season you will see whether it is 
or is not effective." 


Census Reports Show 


Orchard Decadence 


Census reports, which show a de- 


crease of two and a half 
million of 


bearing apple trees in Ohio since' 1910 
point to the gradual decadence of tho 
home farm orchard, according to horti- 
culturists at the Ohio Experiment Sta- 
tion. 


About 1870, it is stated, there was 


a great planting of apple trees. These 
trees have come into bearing out thYu 
neglect in most cases have suffered 
from ravages of insects and disease, 
so that the mortality among trees in 


j farm orchards now is high. 


I 
There has also been a decrease'in 


the number of trees in bearing of al- 
most 400,000. Horticulturists account 
for this lack of planting in the fact 
that; since 1914 nursery stock has be 
scarce and high-priced. 
| 
Despite the loss of production in 


i farm orchards, tho 
commercial 
or- 


' chards where intensive culture 
and 


up-to-date methods are practised have 
increased their production per acre 
greatly.
